WHEN the usual, time-proven 
remedy for a disease become* im 
possible because of some eompli 
cation in the patient’s condition, it 
is up to the doctor to improvise. 
That is. when prevented from 
using 
the 
best 
treatment, he

serve. Sometimes such a 
search results in a valuable medi­ 
cal discovery. 
One such case, recently re­ 
ported by Dr. Randolph Rosen­ 
thal of New York, may point the 
way to a new treatment for acute 
gall-bladder infection, which so 
often develops in those over 40, 
particularly women who are over­ 
weight and inactive. This condi­ 
tion is known as cholecystitis 
Revere Pain 
Usually in cholecystitis there 
is severe pam over the night upper 
part of the abdomen. Muscles in 
this aiea sre tender and sore, and 
patients are plagued with vomit­ 
ing and excessive gas formation in 
the bowel. 
The exact cause of this disease 
is unknown, though a number of 
different germs are thought to 
play a part in producing it How­ 
ever, that may be, the usual treat- 
men. is to cut oat the diseased 
gallbladder by surgery. 
Sometimes, unfortunately, this 
life-saving, health-restoring op­ 
eration cannot be performed be­ 
cause the patient may also be suf­ 
fering from another condition— 
heart or kidney disease—which 
would make operation extremely 
dangerous or even, fatal. 


• 
In the case reported by Dr. 
I Rosenthal, the patient was already 
suffering from Addison's disease 
when she suddenly developed an 
acute gallbladder infection. 
Addison’s Disease 
Addison’s disease ie a condition 
due to lack of secretion from the 
adrenal glands located above the 
kidney. When the gallbladder in­ 
fection developed the patient’s 
condition became critical and op­ 
eration was impossible. As a last 
resort he began treating the pa­ 
tient with injections of penicillin 
into a vein. Three hours after th* 
penicillin treatment was begun 
the patient felt better and within 
three or four days her tempera­ 
ture had returned to normal and 
the gallbladder infection had sub­ 
sided. 
Thus it would seem that In soma 
cases of acute gallbladder infec­ 
tion penicillin may ba of soma 
value in relieving the condition 
temporarily depending on tha 
germs which ara causing the in­ 
fection. 
There are some germs which sea 
sensitive to the action of penicillin 
and are therefore destroyed or 
made harmless by the penicillin 
while others are not and it is not 
possible in gallbladder infection to 
tell prior to operation just what 
germs are producing the difficulty. 
It would seem that in those cases 
of acute cholecystitis or gallblad­ 
der infections in which operation 
cannot be immediately performed, 
treatment with penicillin given by 
mouth or by injection might ba 
well worth trying.
